pRINCE OF WALES MUST TESTIFY IN 
THE BACCARAT SCANDAL. 


Signe of Alarm in the Financial Situation 
—Queen Victoria's Birthday—Parnell 
and the O’Sheas—Will He Marry?— 
Salisbury’s New Tack on Home Rule— 
The Irish Olans at War. 


Loxpow, May 23.—The immigration of pau- 
pers into England is keeping steadily on the 
increase. The regular line of steamers which 
plies three times a week between Hamburg 
and Tilbury dock, continues to bring 
pumbers of these people, varing from 
a dozen to 150 on each trip; 
per cent of these, when questioned, say 
they are refugees from Russian persecution, 
and they all appear to have been expelled 
from various parts of Russia and Poland. 
They were required by the authorities to pur- 
chase passports before leaving. An army of 
them being criminals, they evaded the rule. 

Those who arrive on the frontier without 
the necessary Gocuments are grossly mal- 
treated and robbed of every coin and article 
of value they possess, and are 
gent across the frontier in a 
state of absolute beggary. Many cases 
gre known to the agents of the Jewish chari- 
ties bere of whole families from whom every- 
thing has been stolen, and who have been 
compelied to tramp for from ten to sixteen 
days iu order to reach Hamburg. On arriv- 
ing at that port their passage money, which 
amounts to 16 shillings, is somehow provided 
for them, and they have been started for 
London, the voyage to which place occupies 
from forty to sixty hours, according to the 
weather. 

During the whole of this time these people 
ere herded like cattle, witnthe barest ac- 
commodations possible, and left to find the 
best shelter they can aboutthe ship, men, 
women and children crowding together in 
the stifilmg atmosphere between the decks 
end lying on bundles of dirty, foul rags. 
while others who are not so fortunate as to 
obtain this shelter, gather about the bare 
deck and squat in groups. They 
arrive in a famished condition, for 
the food supplied on the voyage is of the 
most meager description, consisting for the 
most partof afew biscuits. None of these 
unfortunates think of taking their clothes of 
during the voyage, or even of washing them- 
selves, and the sanitary arrangements are 
simply execrable. 

These revelations are exciting the gravest 
liseuntetude in the city, and it is believed to 

ulte possible that they may even provoke 
enhetze.

WALES IN THE BOX. 


THE PRINCE MUST APPEAR ON THE WITNESS 
STAND IN THE BACCARAT SCANDAL. 

London, May 23.—After no end of shilly- 
daliying and irritating delay on the part of 
Gordon Cummings’ lawyers, the Prince of 
Wales bas at last been able to secure the 
memorandum of the leading questions to be 
asked him at the trial in the baccarat scandal. 
This memorandum dispelis all hope that 
Cummings will insist, even in the slightest 
degree, to a whitewash of the gambling 
adventures of his royal or any 
social satellites who revolve in his ex- 
clusive set. It is now clearly settled 
that if Cummings must go under ne 
means to drag down many high and mighty 
nameswith him. Mrs. Arthur Wilson and 
her friends have exerted every effort to spare 
the Prince of Wales the ordeal of the witness- 
box, but Cummings’ lawyers are determined 
to call him anyway, if only to testify to Cum- 
mings’ good character as a swell gambler de- 
fore the baccarat incident. It was expected 
that Cummings was in any event disposed to 
spare the Prince from being subjected to any 
awkward questioning about other gambling 
scrapes, but this hope finally is dispelled by a 
formal note of the probable questions which 
was submitted to Wales this 
week. A reliable authority says that 
these notes consist of a very 
long series of inquiries concerning gambling 
games in aristocratic houses in which the 
Prince took a personal part in company with 
Cummings, giving names and places and 
winding up with the general question, 
whether Wales at any of the card parties ever 
heard Cummings’ play impugned. This in- 
quiry in the most innocent way imaginable 
casts a dreadful light on the fashion in which 
Engiand’s probable future King is in the 
habit of passing his time in the homes of his 
friends.

KAISER WILLIAM’S DREAMS OF RECON-

Arrangements for His Visit to England

Loxnox, May B.- Wednesday will be a red 
letter day in the life of the Czar, if the official 
programme is carried out. Whether the 
Nihilists have a programme of their own that 
may interfere with the Ceremonies is a mat- 
ter of guesswork, but the Russian police evi- 
Gently think that they have, and are taking 
precautions accordingly, Wednesday will be 
the tenth anniversary cf the crowning of the 
Czar, and it is proposed on that day to lay the 
foundation stone of the Memorial to the late 
Emperor, now in of erection on the 
bank of the Moscow „Within the Krem- 
lin. The splendid cereMony will receive ad- 
ditional and significanteciat from the pres- 
ence of a number of French officers belonging 
to a naval squadron in the Baltic. 

Russia’s strengthening of her fieet and 
army goes on irrespective of the financial stir 
which Vichnegradsky and the Kothschilds 
have excited in Europe. Three new war 
ships, the ironclad un and the sloops 
Otvajny and Grer „ have just been 
launched at St. , and the army is 
deing equipped with the latest improved 
weapons as fast as Fremch factories can turn 
them out. 

HOSTILE ATTITUDE OF THE PRESS. 

An uneasy indication, as affecting the peace 
of Europe, is the tone of mutual hostility in 
the semi-official newspapers of Austria and 
Russia. While the two ruling houses are 
punctiliousiy tourteous toward each other, 
the newspapers induige in much bitterness 
and seize every opportunity, however trivial, 
for unfavorable and re¢criminating comment. 

The sem1i-official Presse of Vienna is prodi- 
gail with the strongest denunciation of 
Russia’s interior and exterior policy and as- 
serts that her colossal armaments are evi- 
Gently intended for action abroad. The 
Novoe. Vremya, on the other hand, almost 
magnifies into a cause of war the arrest of a 
Russian pedlar in „ on suspicion. ap- 
parentiy, of beingaspy. 80 far as the news- 
papers refiect the opt of their respective 
Governments, the two empires might well 
be on the verge of hostilities. This, however, 
has been going on so long that it does not 
seem to occasion alarm. Besides, the Rus- 
sian army will not be fully armed this year 
and the strength of the fleet will be greatly 
increased by next spring.

A PASTOR’S PERSECUTION“, 

The Rev. Mr. Ayres, a young American 
clergyman who has been preaching in the 
English chapel here, has been the victim of a 
peculiar persecution. A young German 
woman took a strong fancy to him and made 
it a habit of attending the church and gazing 
obtrusively in rapt contemplation at the 
preacher. She followed him about 
the street and finally went to 
his rooms. She forced him to move from one 
boarding-house to another, to elude her. She 
threatened tocommit suicide before his eyes 
unless he listened to her suit. 
The American Minister, Mr. Pheips, 
was finally appealed to by Mr. Ayres. Mr. 
Phelps communicated with the lady’s family 
and it being evident that her mind was un- 
balanced, she was sent to an asylum. 

VON MOLTKE ON BISMARCK. 

The posthumous revelations from the 
authorship of Von Moltke are generally m- 
terpreted in Berlin as showing what the pub- 
lic had long suspected, that the great general 
of the Franco-Prussian war was not without 
a feeling of jealousy toward Bismarck whom 
he almost altogether ignores asa factor in 
the triumph of 1664. Von Moltke, in his quiet, 
silent way, never seemed to be much inter- 
ested in praise of the late Chancellor, and it 
is understood that he was far from displeased 
when Bismarck wasdis missed while Bismarck 
was not gratified at the way that hero worship 
turned from himselfto Von Moltke, and has 
been significantly reticent as to the achieve- 
ments of the General. 

It is now generally supposed among Ger- 
man politicians that Prince Bismarck goes to 
the Reichstag to make opposition to the Gov- 
ernment. He cannot intend to advocatea 
policy, forthe conditions of German public 
life do not admit of advice being taken, ex- 
cept from responsible ministers, that is, min- 
isters responsibie, not in the English sense, to 
Parliament butto the Emperor. The only 
third course that Prince Bismarck could have 
in view would be to find occasion to give vent 
to his disappointment. In any case he will 
have few or no followers. He has not merely 
been dismissed but is not on good terms with 
the Emperor. Herr Von Bronson 
sums up the reasons for his dis- 
missal in the fact that he failed too often, 
He had to back out of his position in regard 
to the Samoan islands. He had bungied in his 
attempt to bully the Swiss, and im his policy 
of repression in Alsace. He had made

HE 18 KEPT IN IGNORANCE OF IMPORTANT STATE 
AFPFAIRS—QUEEN NATALIE. 

BELGRADE, May 2.-—Natalie’s relative, 
Count Hunyadi, has given an account to a 
reporter of his impressions ‘of the young 
King, Alexander, with whom he had an in- 
terview on his recent visit to Belgrade. Al- 
though but 14 years of age, the boy is so 
shortsighted that he has to wear glasses. He 
is, however, intelligent, but kept in ignor- 
ance of the more important affairs of State, not 
having been aware of the intention to expe 
his mother from the country. The news of 
the attack upon his mother was borne to 
him accidentally by one of the palace at- 
tendants, and he exhibited the most pro- 
found emotion, expressing a desire to hurry 
toher rescue. He was at once put under 
closer restraint. 

The conduct of Milan, the ex-King, since 
the expulsion of Natalie has disgusted all 
Europe. Heis known to be spending the 
large sum of money paid him by the regency 
in the worst debaucheries of Paris, and the 
very night that his former wife was in peru, 


and her home guarded by students, it was. 
the 


impossible, forthe above reason, for 
Paris interviewers to find him. It is said 
that he is to marry a rich French woman. If 
he does not he will soon be knocking again at 
the door of the Servian treasury, as the 0, 
000 francs he recently received can not last 
long.

The Second Annual “Post-Dispatch” 
Excursion to the Commission Men, 


TWELVE HUNDRED PEOPLE ENJOY A 
HOLIDAY ON THE RIVER. 


An Exciting Race Between Two Big 
Steamers Adds Interest to the Pleas- 
ant Trip—Alton Viewed by Hlectric 
Light—The Texas Delegation of Butch- 
ere Agreeably Surprised. 


A happier and more select crowd than that 
which attended the second annual excusion 
given by the Post-Disratcu tothe commis- 
sion merchants and their friends on the Oli; 
ver Bierne yesterday would be hard to find. 
Theexcursion was all the managers prom- 
ised it should be. Though the day was 
cloudy and threatening rain, there were 
1,200 people on board the spacious boat when 
it passed under the Merchants’ Bridge after 
making a landing in North st. Louis for the 
accommodation of those who live 
in the North End. It was 2:80 
o’clock when the boat left the foot of Olive 
street, but the delay of half an hour over the 
time set was made pleasant by F. E. Pien- 
ing’s band on the hurricane deck which dis- 
coursed lively airs until after the boat left. 
The day was bright though the sun was not 
shining, and the excursionists enjoyed a rare 
view of the city, the two bri 
the Government works on the Illinois side, 
the new water-works at the Inlet Tower and 
at the Chain of Rocks. The boat itself was an 
object of interest to many on board who 
noticed the changes 
Bierne since last year;

THE TEXAS DELBGATION.

The Texas delegation 
of butchers had been invited to visit the stock 
yards and were about to depart when the 
steamer landed. A delegation from the boat 
called on them and extended an invitation to 
join the excursion party, which the Texans 
at once accepted.

Toole. They are on their way to attend 
the National Convention of Butchers 
in Pittsburg. The mvitation was 
a surprise and as none of the delegates had 
ever traveled the great Father of Waters the 
trip was a great treat to them. 

The trip up the river was delightful. The 
fields were dressed in their richest green, the 
woods were thick with foliage and 
the bluffs on the Tilinois side 
were made more picturesque and 
Deautiful by a heavy growth of shrubbery. 
The absence of the sun shining on the water 
permittedaview of the country on both 
sides for miles, up the big river until the 
stream was lost behinda curve and up the 
level and fertile valley of the big Missouri 
River on the west side. 

RACE WITH THE SPREAD EAGLE. 

The eventof the excursion was what the 
spectators styleda race between the Oliver 
Bierne and the Spread Eagle. The Spread 
Eagle was resting quietly at the wharf when 
the Bierne went out and after leaving the 
city far behind a great commotion occurred 
on board. The Spread Eagle was seen round- 
ing a curvein theriver and making great 
headway up the river. Dancing was stopped 
and a rushed was made for the roof. Every 
one scrrmbled to a point, where the 
progress of what promised to be 
an exciting contest could be watched. 
Steadily the Spread Eagle plowed its way for- 
ward, gaining at every revolution of its 
great side wheels. It was plain to see that 
the engineer of the Eagle wasin for a race, 
as immense volumes of smoke were puffed 
from the smoke stacks and the bow 
cut high waves through the water, 
which was as level as glass. 
To the annoyance of the excursionists the 
Bierne made no effort to lengthen the dis- 
tance between it and its pursuer. Each min- 
ute the Eagle drew nearer and several times 
tried to take the channel ahead of the 
Bierne by a short cut, but failed. 
Suddenly the Bilerne woke up, and as 
the excited passengers expressed it, walked 
away’’ from the Eagle. The boats were 
traveling but twelve miles an hour, a mod- 
erate speed, but to the nervous crowd 
on deck the boat seemed to be going 
at twice the speed. The Bierne hold- 
ing the channel kept in the lead, 
and the position of the boats not 
changing for an hour the crowd grew tired 
waiting and dancing was resumed. The 
Eagle continued nosing about in the wake of 
the Bierne forten or twelve miles and for 
the greater part of the distance 
the Bierne traveled with only one 
wheel in the water as the 
crowd rushed from side to side and tilted the 
boat until one wheel was almost entirely out 
of water. Young mei bet boxes of candy and 
gloves, hats, cigars and the drinks on the 
outcome of the race, the odds, of 
course, being placed in favor of 
the Bierne, Several excited young 
young girls grew reckless, and bet boxes of 
candy and gloves that the Bierne would land 
at Alton first. 

THE FAVORITE LOST. 

To the dismay of everyone on board the 
Bierne suddenly swerved to one side, slack- 
ened its pace and the Eagle went 
by like a race horse. ‘the Bierne 
is said to be the fastest boat 
on the river and Capt. Grissom was sought 
by many to learn why he allowed enthusiasts 
on the boat to lose their bets. The Captain 
explained that the Bierne was not racing, 
and extended a courtesy to the Eagle because 
it was out on business and 
should have precedence. The boats 
landed at Alton, however, about the same 
time. Very few went ashore. Harry New. 
bold, the photographer, gathered the excur- 
sionists to the front ofthe boat, and giving

LAKE AND RAIL LINES MEET THE 50- 
CENT RATE.

The Alton Denies Chairman Finley’s Right 
to Order an Advance in Rates—The 
Mexican-Western Capitalized—Ohio & 
Mississippi Securities. 


CurcaGco, May 23.—Lake and rail lines via 
Milwaukee and Duluth took prompt action 
when they learned ofthe Kanawha dispatch 
of a 50-cent basis from Boston to St. Louis. This 
basis as mentioned made the rate from 
Boston via Newport News and gt. 
Louis to St. Paul lower than by any 
other route. The lake and rail lines via Mil- 
waukee and Duluth contented themselves 
with simply meeting the rate, claiming that 
their routes were so much shorter that they 
would capture the business, By Monday or 
Tuesday, however, itis believed the same 
rate will be made via Chicago. A 
traffic officialof one ot the so-called weak 
lines was asked to-day how much longer rate 
manipulations would continue, and he said 
They will continue until pools are formed 
which will guarantee us a reasonable share of 
the business. If rates were raised to the 
old basis and strictly maintained, we would 
get no throagh business. Whether or not 
the weak lines should have been built is out- 
side the question. They were built and they 
must exist. If we can't get traffic at trame 
rates we will get it all the same. 

The Illinois Central ts carrying out the plan 
laid down by President Fish in his reciproc. 
ity speech two months ago. The plan, in 
brief, is to run lines of steamers to various 
South American ports mn connection with the 
Illinois Central. The road itself is barred by 
action of its directory from meking the 
needed expenditure, but established lines of 
steamers, and outside capital is being inter- 
ested in the scheme. For months the Illinois 
Central has had agents allover South Amer- 
ica booming the new route and 
gathering figures to prove its availibility 
to steamboatmen. These efforts have met 
with success. The plan looks toward mak- 
ing Chicago a distributing point not only for 
South American products in the United 
States but as a gathertag point for shipments 
to South America. Allthis traffic now takes 
the long rail haul to and from New York, be- 
sides a much longer ocean haul, 

Uunois Central official s are confident such 
routes will be inaugutated this year-as to 
reach every South American port. General 
Passenger Agent Charlton to-day sent Chair- 
man Finley his reply w the latter’s charges 
against the Alton for not advancing St. Louis 
rates as ordered. Mr. Chariton denies Mr. 
Finiey’s right to order the advance 
on the ground that the agreement gives him 
no such power. It gives him the power to re- 
duce but not to advance rates. The reply 
also accuses the chairman of inconsistency in 
ordering the advance in the face ofa highly 
disturbed condition of affairs when he had 
ordered a reduction on account of but eighty 
crooked tickets in another case.

The 
police thereupon attempted to stop the mu- 
sicians, but a crowd gathered and prevented 
the officers from getting near enough to 
carry out their intention. 
AT FEVER HEAT. 

The excitement had now reached an al- 
most fevered pitch and a hand-to-hand fight 
seemed likely to result, when it was found 
that the procession had gone past the objec- 
tionable house. The order was thereupon 
given ‘‘Quick march, and the men stepped 
out briskly, while the band desisted its 
mournful tune and struck up 
the victorious and inspiring 
strain of the Marseillalse, which the men 
at once began to sing and whistie. A great 
many ladies were out shopping at the time 
of this episode and they were terribly fright- 
ened and fied for safety into the shops, while 
the private carriages along the streets were 
nearly mobbed. 

BAD FOR THE YAVEKFES. 

Americans in London are taking the keenest 
interest in the strike of the West End tailors. 
Many who come here every year and buy 
clothes will have to go back empty handed 
and give their orders to New York tallors. 
The workmen have been nursing their griev- 
ances all winter, but did not strike until 
the employers were laded up with 
orders for the spring business, 
particularily with demands from 
American tourists, who want things in a 
hurry to take back with them.

OFFICIAL GOVERNMENT REPORT ON EX. 
ISTING CONDITIONS. 


Decided Improvement Noted in Missouri 
and Southern TIllinois—Golden Belt 
Wheat Injured—Bad Outlook For Cot- 
ton—Strawberries and Small Fruit. 


WasHIncror, D. O., May 23.—Reports from 
the spring wheat region of Minnesota and 
Dakota state that recent showers have 
greatly improved crops in that section, es- 
pecially late wheat, while warmer weather 
and more rain would be beneficial. The crop 
conditions were also generally improved in 
the Missouri Valley and in Dlinois and Iowa 
and wheat is heading in fine condition] 
except in central counties of Illinois where 
insects are injuring grain and the hay and 
oat crops will be short. Corn-planting is 
about completed, but the cool and cloudy 
weather has retarded growth. Severe hail 
in Comanche County, Kan., destroyed 
much wheat. some damage resulted 
from the same cause in several coun- 
ties in Missouri, and in the latter 
State a destructive tornado occurred, 
causing injury to crop and loss of life in 
Boone and Pink Counties. In the State of 
Iowa and in the lake region the crop 
prospects were greatly improved by recent 
rains, although in many sections the 
rainfall has mot been sufficient to 
completely relieve crops from the previous 
drought conditions. Frosts on the 17th 
caused some injury to crops and fruit in 
Michigan and in the northern portions of 
Ohio. Indiana and Illinois. Crop prospects 
were also improved in Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky, but the light rains have given only 
temporary relief. In Indiana rust and small 
insects are damaging wheat. 

Texas and Western Arkansas report 
weather favorable; corn plants small but m 
good condition, deep-rooted and well culti- 
vated; corn in tassel and general prospects 
promising. Considerable injury resulted 
from hall in Texas, where these storms 
covered an area of 2,000 acres. Some 
benefit resulted from showers in the northern 
portions of the Gulf States, but the drought 
continues in the southern sections, and the 
outlook is generally more unfavorable than 
during the previous week. The weather con- 
tinues dry inthe South Atlantic States, and 
it was too cool for cotton. The stand for 
corn and cotton is poor and in 
some sections cotton is being replanted. 
Light rains revived crops in the northern 
portions of the South Atlantic States, but the 
ground continues too dry. 

Late rains have improved crop conditions 
in New England and the Middle 
Atlantic States. Frosts siightly dam- 
aged crops and fruit in New York and 
New England, and grass and grain 
are below the average. Many grapes and 
Strawberries killed and owing to cool 
weather crops are growing slowly. New 
Jersey reports root crops much improved; 
peaches full and promising; some varieties of 
pears falling badly. Pennsylvania reports 
late rains not general; wheat in good 
condition, but oats and hay crops short; fruit 
prospects good. 

Colorado reports rain over the whole State 
greatly benefitted crops, but, where ex- 
cessive, caused some damage to alfalfa. 
Rains are not favorable, however, to the 
sheep industry. 

Oregon reports excellent growing weather; 
wheat and rye heading; fruit promising. 

In Northern California cool weather was 


favorable to grain, but retards the ripening 


ot fruit. A large bay cropis being secured. 
In Southern California rain damaged hay and 
lodged grain, but was beneficial to corn and 
fruit. 


OFFICIAL REPORT FROM KANSAS. 

Topeka, Kan., May 23.—Secretary Mohler 
of the Agricultural Department to-day is- 
sued a special crop report showing that the 
condition of wheat has greatly improved dur- 
ing the past week. One week ago, says 
Mr. Mohler, ‘‘wheat was suffering from dry 
weather, and the outlook was very discourag- 
ing. To-day the situation is entirely changed. 
The bountiful rains of the past 
week have developed the fact that 
the wheat plant was not dead, but only suf- 
fering for the time being from the attact of 
an apparently concealed enemy. I have per- 
sonally examined the wheat fields of Central 
Kansas, and am satisfied that there is no 
cause since the copious rains have come, for 
further alarm as to the final outcome of the 
wheat crop in this section.“ 


GOOD STRAWBERRY CROP.

THE PROSECUTION FAILS TO Max 4 
STRONG CASE. 


The Exhibition of the Skull of the Mur 
dered Man Fails to Make a Visible Im: 
pression on His Wife—The Case Given 
to the Jury. | 


LIN cok, Neb., May 23.—The final testimony 
in the Sheedy murder case was taken to day 
The closing arguments will begin Monday 
next, and the case will probably be give), to 
the jury on Tuesday. The opinion prevang 
among the people that the prosecution nag 
not made a very strong case. 

The murder of John Sheedy was committaq 
on the night of Jan. 9, 1891, at Lincoln. Neb 
Within three days of the murder his wife 
Mrs. Mary Sheedy, was arrested for com. 
plicity in the crime. Monday McFarland a 
negro barber, had been arrested previously, 

Mrs. Sheedy’s arrest was brought about by 
the confession of Monday McFarland, who 
looked upon John Sheedy as his best frien 
and who was both the barber tor Mr. Sheedy 
and the hairdresser for his wife. McFarland 
came and went about the Sheedy residence at 
the beck and call of the wife of the murdered 
man, was looked upon as a sort of family 
servanttoa certain extent, and hence hig 
confession implicating the wife found favor 
with the public. This confession was made 
immediately following his arrest, which was 
occasioned by the identification of a cane 
which had been sold the negro by Goldwater 
the pawnbroker.and which had served as 
the weapon for the deed. 

The plan of murder, as embodied in the 
confession of McFarland, is one of the coolest 
ever recorded in the West, and sufficient for 
the groundwork ofan ideal biood-and thun. 
der romance. And here again is Welght 
given his statements, for few colored or 
white men have the faculty of concocting so 
clever and yet sodamnable a plot. 

Accarding to his statements he was em. 
ployed by Mrs. Sheedy to do the deed. The 
first attempt was fruitless, but it was seen 
then that a pistol shot would arouse the 
heighbors, and he was instructed to use a 
cane or other noiseless instrument. He 
bought a cane with money furnished him, 
On the Sunday night of the crime he was 
plied with liquor; was to wait outside the 
house at Twelfth and P streets; a raised win. 
Jow-blind was the signal when the victim 
was leaving, and at the same time a light for 
the negro, Sheedy was struck and bis skull 
crushed as he left hisown doorway. He was 
taken to his bed and doctors summoned. 
They did not think, nor did he, it is claimed, 
that he was fatally injured. However, he 
Sank into a comatose condition and died 
after about twelve hours, and Monday 
McFarland’s arrest and confession followed. 

Then came the Coroner’s inquest, and Mary 
Sheedy and Monday McFarland were charged 
with thecrime. The theory of poison was 
advanced and the stomach sent to Ann Ar- 
bor, Mich, for analysis, but this developed 
nothing. 

A profound sensation was produced in the 
trial by the presentation in court of the skull 
of the murdered man. The sight of the skull 
of her husband scarcely affected Mrs. Sheedy. 

The skell showed no internal evidence of 
fracture. Dr. Gaffney, to whom it was 
handed on the witness stand, testified that 
he had taken part in the post-morten exam- 
ination, but found no evidence that death 
had been produced by the blow given by the 
negro. The symptoms of Sheedy before 
death and the condition of the vital organs 
at the time of the autopsy showed that the 
man had died from the effects of morphine 
poisoning, 

Detectives Malone, who worked up the 
case, gave in full the first confession of Mon- 
day McFarland on the morning following 
his arrest. It detailed at length how Mrs. 
Sheedy had induced the negro to assault her 
husband and had told McFarland that in case 
her husband was hurt so that he would have 
to go to bed she would finish the job. 

The case forthe State closed on Wednes- 
day. Mr. Hall, attorney for the defense, 
created profound astonishment by declaring 
that an analysis of the stomach of Sheedy 
showed no evidence of morphine poisoning,

LICENSES VOID. 


Under a Recent Decision All Kansas City 
| Saloons Are Involved. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 23.—Judge Richard 
Field of the Circuit Court rendered a decision 
this morning which declares every license 
under which saloons are now running in this 
city void, and also establishes 
the precedent, if not overruled by 
the Supreme Court, that any saloon 
inthe State running under a void license 
may be closed by injunction proceedings, 
prosecuted by an owner of property adjacent 
to such saloon. The decision declares that 
not only must certain ribed formalities 
be gone through with before a license may 
be legally granted, but that the official 
records must show that the processes have 
been completed and that the applicant 1s a 
man of good moral character. Several 
attorneys that have looked into the license 
question, state that the records are not up 
to the requirements in a single instance, 
in which the licenses now pur- 
porting to be in force have been 
issued, saloon on which the test was 
made is that of George Joffee. Abe Lingir, 
who owns the store building adjoining, 
brought a suit a month later to enjoin Joffee 
from operating his saloon. Lingir was 
backed in his suit by a pumber — 
prominent owners in the bloc 
south of Ninth Main streets, who held 
that the value of realty in that block had 
greatly depreciated dy the estad- 
lishing of o many saloons on 
it.

IN CHILIAN WATERS. 


WHAT MAY OCCUR IF THE CHASE CONTINUES TO 
IQUIQUE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 23.—The State 
and Navy Department officials report the 
Charleston and Etata still unheard from 
since the departure ofthe former from Aca- 
pulco. The Esmeralda is still at Acapulco 
unable to obtain coal. 

It was supposed that the Charleston would 
have been heard from at Panama before this, 
and the fact that she nas not leads to the con- 
clusion that she has not yet overtaken the 
Etata, but is stil in pursuit. The feeling in 
this city to- night is that the Etata will con- 
tinue to elude her pursuers until the Chilian 
waters are reached, 

The Charleston will continue her course 
south and join the Baltimore, the San Fran- 
ciscoand the Pensacola at Iquique, Chill, 
There the ships of the Chilian insurgents are 
also assembled, and there the Itata will be 
likely to report if not previously overhauled. 

The four American ships named are all 
good ones, and together ought to be able to 
present a formidable front. They are con- 
sidered superior to the ships of the insur- 
gents in the same port, and in a naval en- 
gagement ought to defeat them. The 
Esmeralda is the best shipthe insurgents 
own, and she is now crippled at a distance 
from nome through want of coal. 

WOULD A CONFLICT ENSUE? 

Yet, it is a question as to whether instruc- 
tions would be issued by this Government to 
bring on an engagement there for the pos- 
session of the Etata. A demand will be made 
for the Etata should she run in there and 
seek the protection of her friends, but should 
that demand be refused the situation 
would be a grave one.

Opposition to the Third Party His Polit- 
ical Death Warrant. 


PROSPECTS OF THE NEW MOVEMENT FOR 
1892. 


Kansas Republican Leaders Alarmed— 
Good Words for Pefter—the Sub-Treas- 
ury Scheme in Mississippi Police Com- 
missioners Removed—Maryland Civil 
Service Reform Association. 


Kansas Orry, May 23.—Jerry Simpson’s 
political sun has set, so say the Kansas All- 
ance delegates tothe Cincinnati convention 
who passed through the city this morning en- 
route to their homes. 

They were unanimous in condemn- 
ing the sockless man; and they men- 
tion Petter, Weaver and Polk as 
possible presidential candidates. Mr. Simp- 
son passed through here last night on his 
way to his home at Medicine Lodge. The 
Alliance men say that he is very much crest- 
fallen, though he presents the most cheerful 
front possible under the circumstances. A 
terse remark of one of the delegates was that 
„Jerry could now send ‘s hosiery to the 
laundry with the rest of his washing. 

„Jerry Simpson, observed Mr. Matteson, 
the present Mayor of Abilene, feels very 
much like John D. Ingalis did after the elec- 
tion last fall. He has killed himself by his op- 
position to the third party movement. If it 
had not been for the radical stand he took on 
that question he would have now been in 
high feather. As itis—well, Peffer is the 


man. 

It will take a supreme effort on his part to 
reinstate himself in the favor of the Alliance. 
But he has no one to blame but himself. I 
cannot understand why he opposed us. He 
said he thought that the movement was 
hasty and ill-advised. He wanted the matter 
postponed until the meeting in Washington 
in February, and he was exceptionally 
earnest in his arguments against the party.

OHARLES JEROME BONAPARTE 


ADDRESSES THE MARYLAND CIVIL SERVICE RE- 
FORM ASSOCIATION. 

BALTIMORE, Md,, May 28.—In his annual ad- 
dress to the Maryland Civil service Reform 
Association, President Charles Jerome Bona- 
parte congratulates. the organization on the 
work done, notwithstanding the hostility of 
the spollsmen. He then says: 

The Maryland Association has not been 
timid when it acted, but it has been almost 
too circumspect before resolving toact. The 
headand front of our offending lies in a 
fact which to a superficial observer might 
seem to disarm emnity. The Civil Service 
Reform Association of Maryland has been 
really and inevery deed non-partisan.

Benning and W. H. Haskell and appointed in 
their places S. O. King and 8. R. Stevenson. 
They are the Republican members of the 
board. W. L. Johnson, the Democratic mem- 
ber, has been reappointed. The Governor 
demanded the resignation of all 
three members of the old board 
last week. Johnson complied but 
Benning and Haskell refused. The new 
appointments are not received with popular 
favor, because they were recommended by 
State Senator Henry Elliston, who, since his 
Hight on Senator Ingalis last winter, has no 
political standing in the city. The old quar- 
rel will therefore be kept up and a condition 
of things similar to that which long existed 
in Leavenworth is feared. 

It is understood that the Governor will in- 
sist upon the removal of Gen. Tofte, the pres- 
ent Oity Marshal.

But when the whole arrangement must be 


improvised (and indeed, it is greater fame to 


play in a barn than on the best stage) the fol- 
lowing hints may prove serviceable. 

Wherever an amateur actor elects to play 
he must consider the extraneous space be- 
hind the acting arena necessary for his exits 
and entrances and his theatrical properties. 
In an ordinary house, the back parlor, with 
two doors opening into the dining-room, 
makes an ideal theater, forthe exits can be 
masked and the spaceis especially useful. 
One door opening into another room is abso- 
lutely necessary, if no better arrangement 
can be made. The best stage, of course, is like 
that of a theater, raised with areas all about 
it, forthe players to retire into and issue 
from. 

However, drawing up the big sofa in front 
of the footlight and arranging a pair of 
screens and acurtain will do, if nothing else 
can be done. 

It is hardly necessary to say that all these 
arrangements for a play depend on the re- 
quirements of the play and its legitimate 
business, which may demand a table, a bu- 
reau, @ plano or a bed. The very funny 
plece, Box and Cox, needs nothing but a 
bed, a table and a fireplace. And here we 
would say to the youthful actor: Select your 
play at first with a view to its requiring little 
change of scene and not much furniture. A 
young actor needs space. He is embarrassed 
by too many chairs and tables. Then choose 
a play which has so much varied incident 
that it will piay itself. 

BUILDING THE STAGE. 

The first thing is to bulld the stage. Any 
carpenter will lay a few stout boards on end 
pieces, which are simply squared joints, and 
for very little money will take away the 
boards and joists afterwards, so a permanent 
Stage can be bullt fora few dollars. Some- 
times ingenious boys build their own stage 
with afew boxes, but this is apt to be dan- 
gerous. Very few families are without an 
old carpet, which will serve for a stage cov- 
ering, and if this is lacking green baize is 
very cheap. A whole stage fitting, curtains 
and all, can be made of green baize. 

Footlights can be made of tin with bits of 
candle put in, or a row of old bottles of equal 
height,with candies stuck In the mouth make 
@ most bie and cheap set of foot- 
lights, 

The curtain is alwaysa trouble, especially 
inaparior. A light wooden frame should be 
made by the carpenter, firm ai the joints,and 
as highas the room allows. Joined to the 


rings be attached to the back of it, in 
squares, three rows of four rings each ex- 
tending from top to bottom. Three cords 
are now fastened to the wire and passin 
through the rings are run over three pulley 
on the upper piece of the frame.

Although the pure white light of candles 
and kerosene or lime light isthe best for 
such pictures, very pretty effects can be easily 
introduced by the introduction of colored 
lights, such as can be produced by the use of 
Witrate of stroniia, chlorate of potash, 
sulphuret of antimony, sulphur, oxymuriate 
of potassa, metallic arsenic and pulverized 
charcoal.

ant memory of a tragedy I saw once happen 
ncht here in St. Louis in one of the circus 
performances, when I was too young a child 
to fully realize the awfulness of the occur - 
rence, which yet impressed me horribly at 
the time. It was in a part ot the programme 
called ‘a leap for life’ that the terrible acei- 
dent occurred, From away up in the air a 
man was to leap into a sort of net. 
The plunge was an awful one, and the daring 
and danger of it was lest the distanc should 
not be cleared andthe man fall before the 
net was reached, but that was considered 
all the danger. With the customary 
agility of the expert circus actor, 
the man ascended to his high perch, 
and catching hold of the net-work of iron 
which formed the aerial support, prepared 
for his ‘leap for life,’ There was a breath- 
less pause. Then he gave a spring—but, oh! 
the sickening horror of it. Just as the leap 
was about to be made theiron support gave 
way, and with a horrible dull 
thud =the poor actor fell straight 
to the ground, the heavy iron support 
falling with him and both fell upon another 
performer standing beneath. There was no 
other sound, no outcry, no groan, but the 
horrfble deadly hush was far more harrowing 
than ifany moan had come. It took but a 
second. The ringmaster and other attend- 
ants sprang forward to the fallen actors 
and quickly removed them from the ring. In 
amoment the ringmaster again appeared 
and calmly stated that that act wound not 
wo on, as the actor was a little hurt and 
would be unable to continue it. Then with a 
flourish, as though nothing had occurred, 
the performance, with its crashing band, 
gaudy tinsel and swift, exciting feats, went 
on to the end. Little, if anything, 
was said in the papers of the accident, 
but my father,who had taken my little sisters 
and myself to the circus, inquired specially 
for the men. One of them died at the hospital 
shortly afterand the other was a helpless 
invalid for life. Sothat is the reason why 1 
always shudder at the circus.’’ 

However, few ladies have had the experi- 
ence of this young one and a very large num- 
ber of our prettiest belles smiled at the suc- 
cessful feats during the week and eagerly 
watched the performance and its successes. 
Life is forgetful, however, and though doubt- 
less many of the St, Loulsans gathered there 
had witnessed the horrible local accident just 
told of, unlike the more sensitive girl had for- 
gotten long since the ‘‘leap for life’’ which 
had terminated into a leap to death.

STUDIES IN HISTORY. 


THE TERRIBLE STORY OF NAPOLEON’s 
CAMPAIGN IN RUSSIA. 


— 


The Greatest Army the World Had Seen 
Upto That Time— The Indecision That 
Resulted in Ruin The Retreat and Its 
Terrible Hardships.

In June, 1812, Napoleon had collected on the 
west bank of the Niemen 640,000 troops, 1,800 
field pieces, 20, 000 horses for cavalry, artil- 
lery and trains and a limited store cf provis- 
ions. In all his campaigns his policy had been 
to subsist his army, man and beast, by 
Pillage. Never before in the world’s history 
was so large, so soldierly and so well appoint - 
ed an army collected. At the same hour Na- 
poleon, madman that he had come to be, was 


engaged in Spain in a war against Spain and 
England, that war like the war agafnst Rus- 
sia being, on Napoleon’s side, totally unjusti- 
fable. June A the vast army began to cross 
the Niemen and the war was begun. Though 
Napoleon doubtless desired to end it success- 
fully with the least invasion possible, yet he 
must have contemplated the contingency of 
havingto penetrate the interior. For this 
purpose there was but one feasible route, 
the route he actually selected. A glance 
at the map of Russia shows that the latitude 
ot Moscow is the most elevated in that Em- 
pire, that at that latitude rivers rise and 
flow, some northward to the Baltic and oth- 
ers southward to the Black Sea. A route 
either far above or far below that latitude 
would require an army to cross numerous 
rivers, crossable, if at all, only with dim 
culty and delay and to make long and toil- 
some detours around impassable swamps. 
Gen. Barclay de Tolly, a Capable officer, com- 
manded the Russian army, and he saw that 
Napoleon must of necessity adopt the Moscow 
latitude as his route of invasion. Adopting 
the policy of harassing Napoleon’s flank and 
of desolating the country as he retired in or- 
der to starve Napoleon, rather than assault- 
ing him in front, he, with about half his 
force, took position a little east of the Niemen 
and retreated on the great highway, rav- 
aging and burning, placing the remaining 
half, more than 40,000, under Gen. Bagration, 
fifty miles or so south of him- 
self, to threaten Napoleon’s right flank. 
Napoleon instantly directed Marshal Davout, 
with 20,000, and Jerome Bonaparte, King of 
Westphalia, with a still larger force, to 
march rapidly from different directions 
against Bagration, confident that they could 
coop him up between the Dneiper and the 
Pinsk marshes and capture him bodily. But 
Napoleon here, as in other cases, suffered for 
his weakness of putting his own relatives 
forward. Jerome was weak. As King of 
Westphalia he spent his time chiefly in the 
royal palace with his courtiers playing leap- 
frog. At leap-frog King Jerome was unde- 
niably great, but his greatness ended in leap- 
frog. At the head of his command he was in- 
attentive to duty, things wentat loose ends 
and his army moved slowly instead of push- 
ing on rapidly. Napoleon repeatedly wrote 
to him, urging haste and censuring sharply 
his loitering and his addiction to pleasure. At 
last in an angry letter he ordered him to re- 
port to Davout for orders. This mortifica- 
tion was more than the little King could 
endure and he threw down his sword and went 
back to Westphalia to play leap-frog. But the 
loitering had continued too long, and Bagra- 
tion escaped. This misfortune may be said 
not to have been Napoleon’s fault, but it 
was. He well knew his brother’s frivolity 
and utter incapacity, and is immensely 
more blameworthy than the weak brother for 
having placed him in independent command. 
NAPOLEON’S OWN DELAY. 

June 28 the French army reached Wiina. 
Here Napoleon and the army stopped: for 
eighteen days. Fatal delay! He pretended 
that he watted for stragglers to come up. 
Did he in former campaigns wait eighteen 
days for stragglers? In every direction the 
Russian army as it retreated before him had 
taken pains to burn, as he ought to have 
anticipated, wheat, flour, oats, mills—every- 
thing that could aid in supporting the French 
army. The French troops reached Wilna 
half famished. Already horses, poor when 
they started, were dying of starvation. Prince 
Eugene, Napoleon’s step-son, in command of 
80,000 men, was the last to reach Wilna. He 
was in miserable plight. His men were half 
starved, his horses half starved and many 
had starved to death. Eugene, though a 
worthy man and always trying hard to do his 
duty, was unequal to any high duty. A car- 
penter’s apprentice at 15, when his mother 
married Bonaparte, he was at once placed 
in the army and was nevereducated. He 
was an obedient step-sonand in the army 
might have made a good Lieutenant-Colonel, 
but he lacked vigor and character and mind 
to command an army. Napoleon reached 
the city of Witepsk July 2 and again halted 
fourteen days. There he subjected each 
corps to a detailed inspection to ascertain 
what, through death, and especially through 
desertion, his losses had been. It would be 
uninstructive to particularize, but the fol- 
lowing facts are specimens: As to men on 
duty, a corps of 30,000 had lost 6,000; one of 
38,000, 15,000; one of 36,000, 14,000; one of 22,000, 
8,000; one of 80,000, 35,000. Let it be borne in 
mind, too, that though there had been petty 
engagements between detached bodies of 
troops, there had not been one great battle. 

CAPTURE OE SMOLENSK. 

Resuming his march in pursuit of the 
enemy he found thatthe Russians continued 
their policy of leaving desolation in their 
track as they continued to retreat. They had 
occupied the city of Smolensk, which owing 
to its walls and intrenchments was a strong 
place. Napoleon reached it June 16. On the 
18th the French attacked it, and after a ter- 
rible struggle the Russians evacuated it, 
having first fired it in a number of places, so 
that almost the entire city was reduced to 
ashes. Napoleon had assigned to Davout, 
perhaps the most capable of his marshals, 
though severe in disposition and harsh in 
manner, the task of capturing the city. Bar- 
clay, defeated immediately began his retreat 
on the road to Moscow. Napoleon ordered 
pursuit. Near a town called Valou- 
tina, about eight miles east of Smolensk, 
Barclay faced about and gave battle. The 
spot he selec was choice. He had just 
c a marsh through which 
flowed, crossing the road, a muddy 

streamlet, the bridge across which they de- 
stroyed. On Barclay’s side of the marsh the 
ground was rugged, but affording sufficient 
room to work his cannon, and densely 
covered with underbrush, so that Murat’s 


come rainy and the mud was horrible. Wag- 
ons sank to the axle-tree, Horses died daily, 
some from fatigue, some from starvation. 
The men sleeping in mud and wretchedly fed 
grew sick and died by hundreds. At last 
Kutusoff was reached, He had selected 
a strong position near the village 
of Borodino. His fright rested on 
acreek, shallow, but with banksso steep 
as to bea guard against artillery and cav- 

Two or three miles east of the battle- 
field it empties substantially at right angles 
into the Moskowa. Sept. 5 Napoleon came in 
front of Kutusoff. There was some sharp 
fighting that day merely to gain position. 
Next day Napoleon spent in reconnoitering 
and awaiting the arrival of the rear of his 
army. On the morning ofthe 7th the battle 
Degan. Both armies fonght like demons. 
But superior discipline prevailed and by 10 
o’clock Bagration’s command had lost 
ground badly, pushed by Ney and Murat. 
From the point where Napoleon was sta- 
tioned he could see nothing on account of in- 
tervening hills of what the two marshals 
were doing, and accordingly they sent to 
him a joint request for heavy reinforce- 
ments with the assurance that they could 
then in half an hour drive the whole Russian 
army back tothe Moskowa. Napoleon de- 
clined, and the opportunity was lost. A little 
after noon Bagration was mortally wounded 
and his command became disorganized. 
Ney and Murat again appealed to 
Napoleon for heavy reinforcements, but he 
did little or nothing and soon again 
the opportunity was lost. An hour or so be- 
fore sundown another such opportunity oc- 
curred, for in truth Kutusoff wasa poor fleld 
officer. Napoleon failed to improve it. His 
apologists say that on that day he was sick. 
He was not sick. .He wason the battlefield 
all day, most ofthe time walking about and 
once galloping to his extreme left toobserve. 
At nightfall both armies deased to fight and 
lay down to sleep. It was a drawn battle. 
Ninety thousand men were stretched on the 
field. About twenty-five of Napoleon’s gen- 
erals were killed or wounded, among the lat- 
ler Davout and Grouchy. 

AT MOSCOW. 

In the morning of Sept. 15 Napoleon entered 
the Sacred City. 
rate Napoleon found comfort in having 
reached a place where his army could spend 
the winter secure from its rigors. Let us see. 
Rostopschin was Governor of Moscow. As 
soon as Kutusoff’s army had passed quite 
through, he ordered the entire population, 
men, women and i children, to quit 
the town immediately, also that. all 
pumps should be destroyed sothat no water 
could be drawn. In the afternoon of the 15th, 
having communicated his purpose to no 
human being, he caused the city, built of 
wood, to be fired in different places. The 
flames spread. A high equinoctial wind blew. 
Its direction changed and changed repeated- 
ly, sothat flames were driven in different 
directions successively. In three days Moscow 
had shared the fate of Smolensk. Napoleon 
sent to Alexander at St. Petersburg, a letter 
soliciting peace; it was treated with con- 
temptuous silence. In every conceivable 
sense the sending the letter was superlative- 
ly foolish. What he ought to have done was 
to march his army in all haste, and without 
losing an hour, to Poland, where he could 
winter well, could get provisions and could 
recruit hisarmy. But he seemed paralyzed. 
He delayed. He formed different plans, but 
pursued none. He thought of marching to- 
ward St. Petersburg, he thought of winter- 
ing amid the ruins of Moscow, he thought of 
pushing into South Russia. It is certain that 
his stay in Moscow was absolutely useless. 

THE RETREAT. 

From Sept. 18 to Oct. 19 Napoleon lay at 
Moscow utterly irresolute, utterly inactive, 
utterly without a plan. It would be impossi- 
ble to name any generalin the world’s his- 
tory whose conduct was more weak and 
ignoble. At last he resolved. He decided to 
retire to Kalouga, a town lying southwest of 
Moscow, and there spend the winter in the 
midst of a rich and undesolated region. But 
even when he had formed this resolution he 
was too irresolute to act. He continued to 
delay. But Oct. 18 he found himself com- 
pelled to act. Murat had been cantoned off 
in the direction of Kalouga, had been sud- 
denly attacked by Kutusoff and had been 
worsted. Napoleon heardthe cannonading. 
Next morning he and his army pushed for 
Murat’s relief. But for Murat’s disaster itis 
impossible to know when Napoleon would 
have set out, if at all. With feminine fickle- 
ness he again changed his mind and struck 
for Poland, and this march was the famous, 
the terrible retreat from Moscow. 

Napoleon was disheartened and reckless. 
He almost totally neglected his duties. The 
army, of course, had lost heart. Rains made 
the roads intolerably muddy and the march 
was toilsome. Cossacks annoyed the troops 
constantly. At first Davout, the most capable 
officer Napoleon had in the war, was assigned 
to command the rear guard. But Napoleon 
got angry with him, cursed him and put Ney 
in his place. Throughout the retreat the 
cola had been severe, but Nov.8 a snow—a 
Russian snow—fell, which intensified the 
cold and the misery. Atnight soldiers slept 
inthe snow. Already 10,000 soldiers had died 
on this retreat. A body of troops having 
charge of Russian prisoners relieved them- 
selves of the charge by killing the prisoners 
and pitching them into the snow. Every day 
horses, too weak by exhaustion and starva- 
tion to go further, would fall down by the 
roadside, and there freeze to death. They 
furnished the food of the soldier. Napoleon, 
in so far as he troubled himself to manage at 
all, managed as Dadly as possible. 
An army in an enemy’s country, al- 
ways liable to be attacked (this 
army being in fact attacked daily), 
should be keptas compact as possible. Na- 
poleon’s plan was exactly the opposite. He 
kept each corps widely separate from others. 
The rear guard was the one constantly at- 
tacked. Withtherear guard then was Na- 
poleon’s post of duty; first, to give the ben- 
efit of his supposed superior skill; secondly, 
toinsure stricter and prompter obedience; 
thirdly, to give sympathy tothetroops. He 
rode constantly twenty to thirty miles in 
advance ofthe rear guard. He should have 
shared the soldiers’ privations. He rode ina 
carriage between two fat men to be warmed 
by their warmth. He ate the best the coun- 


try afforded, and his troops the flesh of 


horses starved to death. No wonder that the

MUSIC-MAKING INSECTS, AND HOW THEY 
PRODUCE SOUNDS. 


The Soprano and Alto of the Insect Choir— 


Written for the sunpDay Post-DrsraTou. 

Do you want to listen to them, the merry 
ehildren of the sun? en shut the door of 
your room behind you and come along with 
me just asthe dawn begins to spread. Fol- 
low me to the pond, to the fresh green 
meadows, the heath, or the edge of the 
forest, where animaland vegetable life un- 
folds with untrammeled freedom and in abso- 
- lute security. 

Inthe air, in branch and shrub, on the 
wings of flowers, in the grass, in the very 
crevices of the earth, and in the humid rimes 
of the swamp there is a chirping and whir- 
ring, ahumming and murmuring, a piping 
and singing and whistling, and it all comes 
from the myriads of winged and unwinged, 
jumping, hopping and crawling: insects 
that come out to greet the light of day. 
Just stay your foot a moment! Close by a 
muskbeetle with his long, knotty feelers pur- 
sues his way along the bark ofa willow. The 
high key of his chirp falls on your ear, and if 
you have sufficient musical sensibility, you 
will soon discover the height ofthe scale to 
which the chirping fellow aspires. By striking 
the normal A, or any other tone with 
which you are familiar, you can easily meas- 
ure the highness of the song of the musk- 
beetle, and find that he has the highest pitch 
in the whole natural concert—the quadruple- 
qua ver ot the D. From afar there comes 
a humming noise which compares with the 
chirping voice like the alto with the suprano. 

It is the sound caused by the flapping 
wings ofa moss-bee. This rattle- brain cous- 
in of our honey-bee and wasp takes the ‘‘A’’ 
an octave lower. Between this melodious 
span are found the voices of all the crawling, 
hexaped symphonists—within the space of 
three octaves and one-quarter! 

THEIR INSTRUMENTS. 

And the instruments with which they play 
their parts? Human deings and all the 
higher-grade animals have lungs, the bel. 
lows; a windpipe for a blow-pipe; a larynx,

that is the real musical instrument, and jaws 
and a mouth for a mouthpiece. But insects 
have nothing like this. No insect has what 
we call a voice. They produce sound by the 
flapping of their wings like the moss-bee, or 
they are provided with some other apparatus 
which enables them to perform in Nature's 
great orchestra, and with the peculiar char- 
acter of some of them I beg to regale my 
readers. 

Let’s continue in our stroll! The foot that 
sinks into the grass causes a terrible commoa- 
tion, not unlike the one that Gulliver created

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ast solved the eni and given a satisfac- 
tory explanation this singular phenome- 
non. In this instance we have a case before 
us, wherein the sound is really caused by air 
that circulates through a network of tubes 
inside the body of the insect. This peculiar 
tube-work is called trache, and the mouths 
of the trachet are found in various places on 
the surface of the body. These apertures are 
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called stigmat#. This system of trachee is 
really the respiratory apparatus of the insect 
through which the air passes back and forth. It 
takes the place of the lungs of the higher 
grade animals. Landois has discovered 
these air holes or stigmatee in many secreted 
places on the body of the cicada, and has 
demonstrated peradventure, that they are, 
so to speak, the larynx, the real musical in- 
strument, upon which the insect plays its 
tune. Our illustration shows that this air 
hole is not entirely open; having only a nar- 
row crevice through whith. the air passes to 
and fro. This creviceé.is formed by tw 
tightly drawn membranes which vibrate th 
moment the air touches them. These two 
membranes compare, therefore, with the 
vocal chords ofthe human larynx. Besides, 
they lle opposite a large cavity in which a 
folded membrane ts drawn over a hard ring, 
like the tympanum of a drum. When the 
vocal chords begin to vibrate, this mem 
branous skin does the same, and thus acts as 
a sounding- board. 
THE AMERICAN CICADA. 

Darwin mentions the American cicada in 
his famous trip around the world, and he de- 
clares that while on board the ‘‘Beagie’’ he 
could hear its song the distance ofa mile. It 
is described asa most heart-rending noise, 
a quaver in Ein the second octaveand a 
fall to the minor ‘‘D,’’ followed by the chro- 
matic scale up and down and another trill, 
and soon in quick succession. On paper it

when he made his appearance among the 
Liliputians. Tothe right and left, behind us 
and before us, a thousand different creatures 
run, jump and hop about, and froma mass 
of confused voices, one sound penetrates the 
air boldly; it isa whirring noise, and every 
child knows who the big-mouthed musician 
is, the light-hearted skipper of the green- 
sward, the grass-hopper? And his instru- 
ment? The grass-hopper is a genuine vio- 
linist! Let's examine the little animal 
closely, and we will find that he carries his 
instrument fastened to his thigh. 
The sketch, that illustrates my 
assertion, shows the inner side of 
the grasshopper thigh, over which a singular 
arterial system runs by placing it under a 
microscope a remarkable picture is revealed. 
There is a cellular membrane from which a 
number of tiny teeth protrude, covering a 
part of the entire artery. These teeth are as 
fine as a hair, and there are at least eighty 
or ninety ofthem. This is my grasshopper’s 
fiddie-bow. On each wing there are also a 
number ofarteries, but they are perfectly 
smooth, without teeth, and projecting like a 
ledge from the wing. This is the string of 
the instrument upon which the hopper harps. 
When the insect is called upon to play its 
part tm the family concert, it passes its tiny 
bow up and down this string and this motion

restris’’ vibrate 870 times per second. Marey, 
who succeeded in photograping the flight of 
the bird, has also invented a method by 
which the vibration of the wings of insects 
can be determined. He fastened a fly in such 
a manner that the extreme edge of its wing 
touched a cylinder covered with soot, that 
revolved around its axis propelled by clock- 
work. Each flap of the insect’s wing left a 
faint but distinctly discernible mark, and 
Marey counted 380 vibrations per second.

ACTION OF THE INDEPENDENT PARTY IN 
EAST sr. LOUIS YESTERDAY. 


Decided Inadvisable to Put Up Any Candi- 


The opposition of the Independent party to |

Judge George W. Wall of Duquoin, Judge 
Benjamin R. Burroughs of Eawardsvilie and 
Hon. Alonzo 8. Wilderman of Belleville were 
the nominees. Wall and Burroughs are 
now judges of the circuit, as 
is also Hon. William H. Snyder 
of Belleville. The latter was a candidate for 
renomination at the opening of the canvass, 
but withdrew when it became ap nt that 
Hon. Alonzo 8. Wildeman would defeat him 
in the convention. The district being 
strongly Democratic, the Republicans have 
nominated no candidates, but will allow the 
election to go by default. On the 9th inst. a 
conference of farmers and laborers of the 
district was held at Centralia to con- 
sider the advisability of placing 
in the field an independent judicial 
ticket. As the result of this conferencea 
convention was called to make nominations.

Washington University Took the Honors 
—Athletio Review of the 
. Jackson-Corbett and Bowen-Meyer 
Combate—Ring Talk—Western Rowing 
Club—Manhattan’s Games. 


The first annual Western Intercollegiate 
championship meeting heid yesterday after- 
noon at Sportsman’s Park did not bring out 
as large an attendance as was expected. This, 
however, was no doubt largely due [to the 
weather, which, besides being cold and 
raw, was v threatening. Only four col- 
leges were re ted in the games. They 
were the Washington University of this city 
and three Illinois institutions, the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, Lincoln University 
and Knox College. A number of 
entries were received from the University 
of Missouri, but for some reason the men did 
not putinanappearance. Washington — 
versity carried off nearly all the honors, - 
ing but one first prize, the half-mile run, won 
by H. F. Steward of Knox College. In fact, 
the local athietes were the only men 
who had ever been properly in- 
structed, and while several of the 
visitors could be developed into good 


menthey areas yet entirely green and are 
instruction Steward of 


the half-mile event with ease. If prop- 
erly trained he would make a splendid 
man at any distance from a quarter-mile 
to a mile. O. F. Phipps 
of Lincoln, who finished third in the mile 
race,might have won had he not set a terrific 
pace at the outset and tired himself out. 
F. W. Clarke of the University of 
Illinois is a graceful high jumper, but 
is absolutely ignorant of how to put his 
natural gifts to best advantage. With in- 
struction he might make a good man. Merri 
field of the University of Ulinois also did 
well. The principal interest attached to the 
running broad jump, in which 
it was known that Charles 8. 
Reber of the Washington University would 
attempt to break the world’s record, ama- 
teur or professional. He broke the American 
college record by an inch and a half, clearing 
22 feet 7% inches. The best previous college 
record was 2 feet 6 inches, held by F. J. 
Shearman, Jr., of Yale. Reberwas not at 
his best, however, and failed to ap- 
proach the world’s record. The 
weather was too cold, however, 
for remarkable performances. After the 
sportsthere was a danquet at the Lindell 
Hotel at which Prof. Snow addressed the 


boys. 
EVENTS IN DETAIL. 

The first event was the one hundred-yard 
Gash, and it was won by L. O. Metcalf of 
Washington University, A. W. Merrifield of 
the University of Ulinols being second, and 
less than six inches behind. It was a beauti- 
ful race and the time given :10 1-5, the course 
being slightly down hill. H. H. McClosky of 
Lincoln Untversizy and R. B. Hutchinson and 
W. L. Reber of Washington University were 
the other starters. 

The second event, putting the sixteen- 
pound shot, was won by C. 8. Reber with a 
put of 84 feet 6% inches, A. A. Ehrhardt, 82 
feet 10% inches being second, and H. L. Re- 
ber, 82 feet 9 inches, third. They are ali 
Washington University boys. J. R. Whitte- 
more of Washington University, W. T. 
Williams of Lincoln and G. P. Behrensmeyer 
of the University of Illinois were the other 
competitors. 

A. IL. Tuttle and R. B. Hutchinson of Wash- 
ington University and F. W. Clarke of the 
University of Illinois contested the trunning 
high jump and they were placed as named 
Tuttle clearing s feet s inches, Hutchinson 
6 feet 4 inches and Clarke 4 feet 10 inch s. 

C. 8. Reber of Washington University won 
the 220-yard dash in 24s. L. C. Metcalfe of 
the same institution being second and A.W. 
Merrifield of the University of Illinois being 
thira. H. H. McClusky of Lincoln University 
was the only other competitor. 

Throwing the 16- pound hammer devel- 
oped a pretty contest between A. A. Ehrhardt 
and W. G. Brenneke, both of Washington 
University. The formerthrew the hammer 
79 feet 10 inches and the latter 77 feet 7 inches. 
The only other competitor was C. M. Goltra 
of Lincoln University, whose throw was 64 
feet 6 inches. 

H. J. Steward of Knox College won the 880- 
yard race easily in 2:14 2-5, A. L. Tuttel and 
W. N. Cummings and ©. C. McGregory all 
of the Washington University finishing after 
him in the order named. 

A RECORD BROKEN. 

The next contest was the running broad 
jump in which C. 8. Reber beat th erican 
College record by clearing 22 feet inches. 
L. O. Metcalfe with 20 feet 9 inches and H. IL. 
Reber 19 feet 10% inches were second and 
third respectively. A. L. Tuttle also com- 
peted. All are Washington University stu- 
dents. 

When the 220-yard hurdle race was finished 
but one hurdle out often was left standing. 
H. L. Reber won after a remarkably close 
finish with J. R. Whittemore. Time, 19 4-5s. 
R. B. Hutchison was third. All belong to 
Washington University, F. W. Clarke of the 
University of Illinois being the only other 
competitor. 

The pole-vault was won by R. B. Hutchin- 
son, who cleared 6 feet (inches, E. B. Fay 
with 7 feet 8 inches being second, and W. 1. 
Monger third with 7 feet 4 inches. The two 
former are from Washington University, and 
the last named from Lincoln University. 
They were the only competitors. 

C. 8. Reber or Washington University, G. P. 
Behrensmeyer of the University of Illinois 
and H. F. Steward of Knox College competed 
in the 440-yard run and finished as named 
in 848. 

The day’s sport closed with the one-mile 
run, which was won by J. ©. Cummings of 
Washington University, W. P. Howard, Jr., 
of the same college being second, and C. .

MYER-BOWEN. 

New Ton, May 23.—There were, before 
Billy Myer’s latest ring encounter, not a few 
well- posted sports who believed the Streat- 
tor Cyclone’’ would have a fairly good chance 
for first money if he ever met Jack McAuliffe. 
Just at present men who think that way are 
mighty scarce, for Myer, one of whose great 
est fighting qualities was believed to be his 
level headedness, has demonstrated conclu- 
sively that he is altogether lacking in that 
particular. He certainly had Bowen com- 
pletely whipped, but, not satisfied with hav- 
ing won the fight, whether from motives 
of revenge or what not, he deliber- 
ately fouled the beaten boxer, paying 
not the slightest attention to the ring of the 
gong, the hisses of the crowd or the plead- 
ings of his seconds to let go. There has been 
bad blood between Myer and Bowen ever 
since the latter defeated the Illinois man. 
Myer has always claimed that he was a sick 
man when Bowen beat him, but if he wanted 
to get even he should have waited until after 
he got outside the club-house. He might 
have had a chance then to pay off old 
scores, and it would have been much 
better if he had done it this way, 
instead of jeopardizing the money which his 
friends had beton him. Though he clearly 
showed himself to be much the better man, 
he didn’t escape unmarked by a long shot. 
Puring the early part of the fight Bowen, 
awkward as he is, managed to land just about 
where he pleased and it was not until the 
tenth round that Myer took the lead. From 
this time tothe end he practically had the 
victory in his own hands, but the Southerner 
made several strong raliies. The referee de- 
cided against Myer and everybody thought 
that ended it. 

WAS BREWSTER RATTLED. 

The most extraordinary part of the whole 
affair was the unprecedented action taken 
by Referee ‘‘Alec’’ Brewster, who after de- 
ciding in Bowen’s favor, changed his mind 
the next day, declaring the battle a draw, 
and deciding all bets off. 

The club supported Brewster in this, hold- 
ing that Bowen had fouled Myer in the 
eighteenth round, and that the decision 
should have been given to the latter at that 
time. This is simply an absurdity. A claim 
of foulwas made by Myer’s seconds at this 
time and the referee would not allow 
it. It therefore cuts no figure after- 
wards. The decision of a referee 
is usually considered final, and it is, accord- 
ing to usage, beyond the power of either the 
referee himself or anybody else to change it. 
Who will now guarantee, in the face of what 
has been done by this man Brewster, that he 
will not turn around to-morrow and change 
the second verdict? Although he was one of 
the referees of the Ryan-Sullivan fight and 
officiated inthe same capacity when Fitz- 
simmons defeated Dempsey, it is evident that 
Brewster had a very queer conception 
of how a referee should act. He 
was considerably rattled at the big 
middle-weight battle last January, and when 
McAuliffe threw up the sponge in the 
eleventh round he either didn’t see it or 
wasn’t aware of its significance, for he al- 
lowed the fight tocontinue. It is not likely 
that Brewster will be asked to referee an- 
other glove contest in a hurry. As for Myer 
he will save his friends a good deal of money 
by steering clear of such men as Jack Mc- 
Auliffe or Jimmy Carroll. It looks now like 
silver dollars to counterfeit money that 
either of these men could defeat him 


handily. 
KILRAIN AND SLAVIN.

lukewarm inhissupport of him. He knew 
the fate of the general who failed toserve 
the people up with some periodical successes 
was violent condemnation and then dis- 
missal. A people never have the patience, 
and seldomeven the decency, much less the 
magnanimity to wait. They are always ina 
hurry. ‘*‘Whatonearthis Gen. Blank wait- 
ing fornow?’’ is the angry, ungenerous cry 
on all sides when the telegraph from the seat 
of war ceases to announce victories, or rapid 
forward movements. That all ener- 
getic and offensive operations demand 
the most careful and minute pre- 
paration, is a fact that never enters the 
civilian mind. At the moment when the cry 
of slowness is loudest against the com- 
mander, he and all his staff are most prob- 
ably working day and night at the prepara- 
tions required fora forward movement. But 
the critic, ignorant of war, says in his haste, 
‘Why this delay?’’ The more ignorant he is 
the more merciless he is in his unreasoning 
impatience. It constitutes a serious danger 
tothe parliamentary governed nation when 
military operations are undertaken. It tends 
to make the general in the field advance, 
perhaps commit himself to some very serious 
undertaking, before the arrangements essen- 
tal to its success had been fully or satisfac- 
torlly made, 

WHY M’CLELLAN FELL. 

It was one of the most potent agencies in 
the destruction of Gen. McOlellan, who did 
not.fully understand its killing and withering 
power, until too latein his career. A keen 
perception of the forces then at work in his 
country, anda very remarkable shrewdness, 
characterized almost everything Gen, Grant 
did, from the moment he cast behind him his 
old life, and re-entered the army at the be- 
ginning of this war. Gen. McClellan had 
been halled throughout the Northern States 
as the new Napoleon before he had done any- 
thing, and was destroyed whilst 
striving to live up to a renown 
forced upon him by popular acclamation. 
Not so Gen. Grant, who was glad to begin the 
war as Colonel, commanding a newly-raised 
battalion of volunteers, and whose ambition 
then, and for a long time afterwards, went 
nofurther than the possible command of a 
cavalry brigade. He made his reputation for 
limselfas he went along, winning promo- 
om and fame on the field of battle. When 
sherman urged him to change his plans for 
the capture of Vicksburg, be fully realized 
how disheartened the Northern people had 
already become through the repeated fail- 
ures of their generals, and by defeat follow- 
ing upon defeat. The country had made great 
sacrifices, and had lavishly poured forth all 
its vast resources and laid them at the 
feet of generals who did not use them suc- 
cessfully, There was an angry mood very 
Visible in all classes, and Gen. Grant felt 
that to fall back then would be regarded, not 
only as an acknowledgment of defeat, but of 
lis inability to take Vicksburg. The impa- 
lent people would not enter into Sherman’s 
excellent reasons fora retreat to Memphis, 
because of their incapacity to understand his 
Well-conceived plans fora fresh advance by 
n new line from thence. In his com- 
ments upon Sherman’s proposal, Grant 
writes: „Voluntary enlistments had 
throughout most of the North, and conscrip- 
tion was already resorted to, and if we went 
back so far as Memphis it would discourage 
the people so much that bases of supplies 
Would be of no use; neither men to hold them 
hor supplies to putin them would be fur- 
Rished. The problem for us was to move 
lorward toa decisive victory, or our Cause 
was lost. No progress was being made in 
any other feld, and we had to go on.“ 

Indeed, so badly off for men were the 
North at this time that their eS oe 
avents on the Canadian frontier were, I 
remember, offering $600 and the promise of 
rapid promotion to any British soldier who 
Would desert his regiment and eplist in the 
Northern Army. 

SHERMAN’S — ot GRANT. 

At this time, these considerations 
which so justly weighed with Gen. Grant,

In fact, he was as thorough a gentleman at 
heart as he was a true soldier and patriot in 
spirit. Afterwards he loudly acknowledged 
his mistake to all those about him. **Grant 
5 5 
is entitled, he repeated often, to every 
bit of credit for the campai I opposed it 
1 gn. D ‘ 
wrote hima letter about it.’’ This letter 
of Sherman’s would never have seen the 
light at all—for it was not sent to the War 
Department—had he not, in his manly wish 
to do all honor to Grant’s genius and reputa- 
tion, spoken openly of it to everyone. 

In the operations which eventually led to 
the fall of Vicksburg, the capture of Walnut 
Hills was an important event. The year be- 
fore, Sherman had attacked them, as already 
mentioned, and had been heavily repulsed. 
When, at last, the two leaders stood 
triumphant where one had so signally failed 
before, Sherman,in the exuberance of his 
heart, saidto his chief: Grant, this is the 
biggest campaign in history. You ought to 
write a report on it at once. Napoleon never 
made a campaign like this. Although there 
isa little ort the whole civilized world and 
all history’’ sort of exaggeration about this 
remark, itevinces something more than the 
profound admiration he entertained for 
Grant's genius. It is an example of the gen- 
erosity of the man who thus recognized the 
wisdom of his general’s plan, which had suc- 
ceeded, although he, on his part, had so 
strenuously opposed it. Indeed, so humble - 
minded was he as regards his own ability, 
that he always said he possessed no natural 
military genius. 

FALL OF VICKSBURG. 

The fall of Vicksburg led to the fall of Port 
Hudson, lower down the great river. The 
Federal navy from the East and South now 
joined hands with the Federal army from the 
North and Northwest. Thenceforward, as 
Mr. Lincoln described it, ‘‘the Mississippi 
went unvexed to the sea, and the Confeder- 
acy was rentintwain. The command of this 
magnificent waterway, thus obtained by the 
North, was the great turning point in the 
history of this war. The event has not, I 
think, been yet fully recognized at fts full 
value by most American historians. Gen. 
Sherman, however, Gwelis forcibly upon its 
importance in his writings. 

The success at Vicksburg was the subject 
of general rejoicingin the North. For his 
share in it Sherman was promoted to be a 
brigadier-general in the Regular Army. But, 
as he points out, it produced other results, 
not favorable to the Union cause. The North- 
ern world seemed to regard it as the 
end of the secession 
and talked more or 
struction of the States of Louisiana, 
Mississippi, etc., than of the further vigorous 
prosecution of the war. ‘‘Officers sought 
leaves, Gen. Sherman writes, and soldiers 
obtained furloughs and discharges on the 
most slender pretexts; even the General 
Government seemed to relax in its efforts to 
replenish our ranks with new men, or to en- 
force the draft; and the politicians were 
pressing their schemes to reorganize or patch 
up some form of civil government, as fast as 
the armies gained partial possession of the 
States. 

Vicksburg capitulated July 4, 1863, and 
Grant’s troops remained idly in their camps 
in that neighborhood, until late in September 
Sherman’s army corps, the Fifteenth, was 
encamped on the Big Black River about 
twenty miles east of Vicksburg. In the mean 
time the Army of the Cumberland, under 
Gen. Rosencranz, had pushed forward to at 
tack or capture Gen. Bragg’s army, then at 
Chattanooga, and the Army of the Ohio, un- 
der Gen. Burnside, moved into Eastern Ten- 
nessee on the left of Rosencranz. Oommuni- 
cation was kept up between the two armies. 

CHICKAMAUGA. 

Gen. Rosencranz, with a confidence that 
was in no way warranted, had foolishly 
scattered his forces, hoping thereby to sur- 
round Gen. Bragg’s army at Chattanooga. 
The Confederate leader ably turned on and 
utterly routed him at Chickamauga, driving 
him back to Chattanooga, round which Bragg 
closed in, threatening his army with starva- 
tion. Sherman says: The whole country 
seemed paralyzed by this unhappy event, 
and the authorities in Washington were 
thoroughly stampeded.’’ 

Gen. Burnside’s army, that had moved for- 
ward into East Tennessee on the left of 
Rosencranz, was inthe same plightat Knox- 
ville, where he was short of provisions, and 
closely besieged by Longstreet. 

Prompt and vigorous action could alone 
save these two unfortunate Northern armies. 

On Sept. 22, Sherman received orders to 
move forward with his corps to save Rosen- 
cranz. He went by water to Memphis, and 
from there by. rall and road to Corinth. 
Alarming orders received from Washington 
urged the utmost possible haste, as Rosen- 
cranzg was short of provisions. 

The weather was against rapid move- 
ments. Torrents of rain had swollen the 
rivers, inundated the country and carried 
away many important bridges. But Sher- 
man was indefatigable both in mind and 
body. From Memphis his troops marched 
over bad roads, often knee-deepin mud, 380 
miles to Chattanooga. He himself reached 
that place on Nov. 14, 1863, and had a long 
consultation with Gen. Grant, who had ar- 
rived there three weeks previously. The 
next day was spent in reconnaissance of the 
ehemy’s position, and in discussing plans for 
the coming battle. Inthe evening he has- 
tened back to Bridgeport, having to row in 
an open boat most of the distance, often tak - 
ing a hand at theoar himself during the 
night’s work to relieve some tired soldier. 

MISSIONARY RIDGE. 

There was preliminary fighting on Nov. 23 
and 24, whilst the troops were taking up the 
positions from where the final attack upon 
the whole front of the enemy was tobe de- 
livered. It took place onthe pth, and by 
nightfall the enemy was in full retreat. 
Sherman played a most important part in the 
battle, and the orders he received were 
promptly carried out. He refers to it as a 
magnificent battle in its conception, in its 
execution, and in its glorious re- 
sults.’’ It is one of the great engage- 
ments of the war, regarding which 
there has been much controversy. There 
can be little doubt that the whole plan for 
opening the route into Chattanooga, by which 
ample supplies were eventually introduced, 
was the conception of Gen. W. F. Smith, 
Commanding Engineer to the Army of the 
Oumberland. It was he, also, who devised 
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as actively as if he had himself conceived it. 


Gen. Bragg failed : 
. . entirely. His dispatch of 


towards Knoxville, upon what 
may be termed the eve of a great battle, was 
the height of folly and opposed to every prin- 
ciple of war. The Oonfederates, panic 
stricken, were compelled to abandon much 
material in their retreat, but, as usual, they 
were allowéd to get their army away scot- 
free. For some hours the bulk of that army 
was little better than a confused mass of 
runa ways, at the mercy of its foe, had 
that foe a staff organization to 
have enabled it merely to move forward, in 
any order, to push it and kept it onthe run. 
But the Federal Army, though at nightfall 
victorious everywhere along the line, was 
almost as disorganized as its beaten enemy. 

If there be an extraordinary difference be- 
tween regulars and troops hastily raised un- 
der civilian officers in the manner they go 
into action and fight when there, it is, 
however, small when compared with 
their relative conditions at the end of a 
hardly-contested battle. It is difficult for 
even a highly-trained and experienced 
staff! of regular officers to organize 
an effective pursuit with regu- 
lar troops that have been for hours heavily 
enga For a hastily-put-together staff of 
men civil life, without military train- 
ing, todo so with troops unaccustomed to 
discipline or prompt obedience, and consti- 
tuted, as the armies on both sides in this war 
were constituted, may be regardedas impos- 
sible. One of our ablest and most experienced 
Staff officers closely inspected Gen. McClel- 
lan’s army in 1862. He was much struck with 
the efficient manner in which it had been 
armed and generally equipped and consider- 
ing the few months it had beeu 
in existence, with its general military ap- 
pearance. Butin his report upon ithe de- 
scribed itas a magnificently formed giant, 
prone and sprawling. on the ground, incapa- 
ble of any effective movement, from the utter 
want and absence of all that nerve and mus- 
cle and bone which a thoroughly trained and 
emMcient staff can alone supply to an army. In 
this respect the Confederate army seems to 
have béen always better off than the army 
opposed to it, owing to the much larger 
proportion of officers educated at West 
Point who had joined it. At the Alma, and 
many well-known English battles, there was 
no effective pursuit—a fact accounted for by 
the incapacity of our leaders. But Lee, 

Johnston, Beauregard, McClellan, Grant, 
Sherman, Sheridan and many other Generals 
in this war, were most able soldiers. Had 
any ofthem commanded at the Alma, our 
pursuit would have been, I think, instantan- 
eous when the heighis were won, and the 
history ofthe Crimean War would then cer- 
tainly have been very different. 

NO DECISIVE BATTLES. 

And yet none of the great battles in the 
American Civil War were decisive, in the 
sense that Austerlitz, Jena, Waterioo, etc., 
were, because none of them were followed up 
by any really effective pursuit. This fact was 
not the result of ignorance or lack of knowl- 
edge on the part of the generals commanding. 
It was because those generals did not possess 
the highly - trained staff required to organize 
and carry out any such difficult operation, and 
because the rough, loose discipline of armies, 
raised in haste as theirs were, rendered im- 
possible all effective pursuit at the end of an 
exhausting day of hard fighting. 

In reading the history of this warfrom a 
student’s point of view, it is interesting to 
note how often well-planned operations led 
to no result from the inefficiency of the staff 
whose duty it was to see them carried out. 

On. Nov. 27 Gen. Grant sent Sherman 
orders to press on with all speed to Knox- 
ville—eighty -four miles off—where Gen. Burn- 
side reported he was closely invested, and 
had only supplies that would last his army to 
Dec. 3. Seven days before receiving this 
order, Sherman’s men had left their camps 
beyond the Tennessee River, as he describes 
it, ‘‘with only two days’ rations, withouta 
change of clothing—stripped forthe fight, 
with but a single blanket ora coat per man, 
from myself to the private included. They 
had existed on whatever food they could pick 
up on their march. They had none in hand 
for their new operation upon Knoxville. 
Their march wasa trying one, for they had 
to cross unfordable rivers, and the extreme 
badness of the roads delayed them. On Dec. 
5, however, a staff officer from Gen. 
Burnside’s headquarters reached Sherman 
with the welcome news that Gen. Longstreet 
had the evening before raised the seige and 
retreated, The next day Sherman rode into 
Knoxville, where, instead of a starving garri- 
son, he found the men well suppled with all 
necessaries. He was himself entertained by 
Burnside at what seemed to him then a most 
sumptuous repast. He would not have hur- 
ried forward his badly provided men as he 
did, had he known the real state of affairs in 
Knoxville. 

In disgust at the sort of deceit practiced 
upon him by those in command of the army of 
thé Cumberland, he returned to winter quar- 
ters near Chattanooga, which city his troops 
reached the middle of December. 

For this service he and his men received 
the thanks of Congress. 

WINTER OF 1863-64. 

The winter of 1863-64 had little that con- 
cerned Gen. Sherman worthy of record in 
this short memoir, 

Barly in March, 1864, he received a letter in- 
forming him that Gen..Grant, promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant-General, had been 
ordered to Washington. 

Called from the scene of his great successes 
in the West, Grant was now to command all 
the Federal armies, and at the same time to 
personally direct the operations against 
Richmond. On the 17th of that month Grant 
and Sherman met by appointment at Nash- 
ville, when the latter learned he had been 
appointed Grant’s successor in command of 
the military division of the Mississippi. 

It was at this meeting they discussed their 
future plans. Hitherto the object of the 
Washington Government had primarily been 
the conquest of territory from the seceding 
States. Grant and Sherman had for some 
time back realized that the destructionfof the 
Confederate armies could alone restore the 
Union. That as long as Lee’s and Johnston’s 
armies were intact, and able to keep the feld. 
no amount of territory regained would ever 
bring the wartoan end, Their plans were 
accordingly framed with the one great object 
of destroying those armies. Both fully 
recognized, that with the great resources at 
their command, they could well afford to lose 
two men, if in the process they could dispose 
of one Confederate soldier. The South, cut 
off from all help from the outside world, 
must be destroyed ifthis policy of attrition 
were steadily carried out to the bitter end.

A NATION OF DANCERS. | 


LIGHT-FOOTED AND GRACEFUL PEOPLE 
OF THE LAND OF THE CASTANET. 


The Different Spanish Dances and Their 
Characteristics—A Race in Whom the 
Ability to Dance Is Born-—The Old 
Dances and the New Ones.

MADRID, May 8.—Positively castanets are 
cosas de Espana’’—Spanish things par ex- 
cellence, for between the Pyrenean ram- 
parts, hugging the sky in the north, and 
Iberia’s ocean-garnished coast in the south, 
there is not a human being that has not been 
born with a monomania for the national 
dance, nor is there a Spaniard to be found, 
for whom the notorious Oatalonian quatrain 
seems not expressly written: 

volvieranse moros 
los Espanoles, 


yee Renunciar a sus oles 
a sus corridas de toros! 


Tos, far better return to the Moorish yoke 
to bondage and servitude than give up bull- 
fights and the dance!“ 

What a strange, ill-fitting motto for the 
mournful history of the Spanish Nation! 

Spanish boleros! Howrich, how tempting 
their praises sound in the metaphor-preg- 
nant Andalusian tongue! Tiene mucha miel 
— 2 caderas—honey dwells within her

But, dear reader, do not go to Madrid for 

a month of those beautiful days that make 
you forever remember the land of the orange 
and the laurel. The stony, dusty, faded city 
on the banks of the Manzanares affords no 
opportunity for the study of the Spanish 
dance in its pristine originality, its flerce- 
ness and dissolute, gyntamed beauty. Madrid 
is & metropolis, levded down to the plain of 
modernism; Madrifi is denaturalized and 
*‘can-canized.’’ From tall, broad posters it 
grins at you, el gran can can. coated 
with the international plaster, beneath 
which every national oddity disappears, in 
London as well as in Berlin, in St. Petersburg 
and in Rome, in Paris and in Vienna. 

The Spanish dance must be seen away from 
Madrid, in plain air, where the stylish polka, 
the modern waltz and the Mazurka are un- 
known, where imported ‘‘contortions’’ have 
not yet penetrated. For they are all ‘‘con- 
tortions, these Spamish dances, but con- 
tortions of the whole, supple body, ecstacies 
steeped in plastic instinct and harmony sur- 
charged with beauty. 

To a superficial foreigner French bon- mots, 
Spanish dances and Italian canzones are 
ratherevery day expressions by which he 
indicates his knowledge of that Southern 
people. But they do not exhaust by any 
means the peculiarities of these three highly- 
endowed representatives of the Komanesque 
type. Whilethe dance is not the most im- } 
portant characteristic of this specific people, 
that finds expression in these outward utter 
ances of an inborn, national disposition, it is 
atany rate the most striking, and this fact 
alone justifies a closer inspection of the 
Spanish dances. 

MANY DANCES, 

Spanish dances! There are as many as 
there are provinces and counties in the king- 
dom. Inthe South, underthe palm trees of 
Granada, they dance differently from what 
they do in the North, andthe villages of the 
Pyrenees. The variety is great between the

The Spanish literature contains a legend, 
according to which the Zarabanda was 
danced for the first time at Sevilla in 1583 by 
an Andalusian Baladine—un demonio de 
mujer—a very demon of a woman. 
The Zarabanda, with rare exceptions, was 
danced only by women, the same as the 
chaconna and the chachucha.

The bolero intoxicates, they say in Andalu- 
sia, but the fandango sets the blood afire. 
Both of these dances have much in common 
with the Seguidilla, whose classical stamp- 
ing ground isthe Mancha, the home of Don 
Quixote, the clever Hidalgo. 

They are all harmless, charming, exceed- 
ingly jolly and almost utterly respectable 
dances, which have everywhere supplanted 
the zarabanda. Galicia has its seguidillas 
gallegas, Santande indulges in her charming 
pasiegas, the bottom lands of the Basque 
have a rondo they call guipuzcoanas.

accompany them in their dances than the 
Spaniards, Every one carries a pair of casta- 
nets ofivory pr wood; they are indispensa- 
ble to every Spanish pocket and every 
Iberian kerchief. The Spanish language has 
coined a thousand words and popularized 
innumerable figure-speeches for its beloved 
castanets. Literature has taken up the sub- 
ject and established the origin and meaning 
of the castanet. Ecclesiastical and worldly 
savants have not considered it beneath them 
to write profoundly elaborate and scentific 
instruction books on the castanet dance, a 
‘‘crotalogia.’’ Even a satirical work made 
its appearance, EI Triumfo de las Casta- 
nuelas,’’ and many surprising points were 
gleaned therefrom. First—That the clatter 
of the Spanish castanet was known 
to ancient Rome; Gaditaniam dancers 
(from Cadiz) were enthusiastically wel- 
comed and paid their weight in 
gold by the imperial Romans. Martial, 
himself a Spaniard, sang the praise of the se- 
ductive charms of his compatriot, Telethusa, 
in one of his most untranslatable epigrams. 
Virgil was carried away with the antics of an 
old Roman balleteuse, the famous Copa Lyr- 
isca, and in a letter, stillextant, written by 
Plinius the Younger, he chides his friend 
Septicius Clarus for not keeping his promise 
to be his guest at his frugal board :

The dancer is 
oftener than not a common laborer in the 
coarse and clumsy dress of Sancho Panza; 
but with the rythme of the music he develops 
a natural grace of movement, which no one 
would suppose to find behind his tattered 
peasant-coat. Every step is graceful, well- 
rounded and full of rythme. When a woman 
dances the Seguidilla, her movements are 
even more beautiful, alert and quick as 
lightning; her attitudes are finished and full 
of-winding grace, the mimic of the arm is 
elegant, the pas expressive, the whole in- 
tensely charming and full of that subtle 
diversity, which captivates the looker-on, 

POPULAR DANCES. 

I might mention a long line of more or less 
original and more or less delightful dances. 
The tarasca,jthe most popular dance in 
Northern Spain and the South of France, the 
zorzico, the danza vizcaina, withits strange 
**musico tamborilero; the lovely dances of 
Navarre, which no one has danced more per- 
fectly than the divine Camargo, a genuine 
Navarranese child, whose superb art be- 
gulled the great Voltaire into exclaiming: 
Ah, Camargo, que vous etes brilliante!’’ 

Yes, Camargo was the Geniiof the dance, 
personified. She cameof a noble family, a 
race upon whose genealogical tree are grafted 
the names not only of famous dancers, but of 
bishops, admirals, and even a grand-in- 
quisitor. 

A theatrical performance without a dance 
is an unheard of thingin Spain. The chief 
effect would be lacking: La salsa de la 
comedia—the sauce of the comedy. On holl- 
days or Sundays, so-called dance academies 
are improvised, the scene of which usually is 
a Botilleria. The leader of the 
enterprise never fails to invite the English- 
men that happen to stop at the various ho- 
tels, and to them he sends circulars gotten 
up expressly for their benefit. These ‘‘Inglis- 
Manlis, with their well-spiked pockets and 
enthusiastic applauses, arethe favorite ele- 
ment among the audience of every Spanish 
academy, and they never withdraw from the 
fracas without leaving behind a handful of 
glittering durillos. 

Naturally the most vivid description is but 
a feeble and ineffectual attempt of repro- 
ducing the elementary force and charm of 
that, which one must see, to understand, In 
conclusion permit me to quote the words of 
one of the most clever and graceful dancers, 
who wrote beneath her photograph the fol- 
lowing brief but eloquent sentence: 

Here is my picture. My art knows naught 
of words.

He has been sprung like a mushroom from 
the blue grass of Kentucky. Like the veriest 
gamin he has been dragged through the 
slums of the city. He has fought bold, bad 
pirates.

He has been made 
a good Mohammedan, and the euphonious 
name Ben Ali bestowed upon him with other 
favors by a capricious Sultan. Loaded down 
with riches he managed to escape the golden 
tolls thus woven about him inthe East, and 
landing—at the Golden Gate of course—he has 
been carried by Fortunatus to the very pin- 
nacle ofa golden temple, where he basks for- 
ever and forever in the gilded rays of mil- 
ons upon top of millions of yellow gold 
which have been piled up for him by his

FROM VIRGINIA. 

The Haggins were of Virginia descent, and 
Ido not suppose that there is a family regis- 
ter in Kentucky clearer of mystery or ro- 
mance than theirs. Capt. John Haggin came 
to this country in the pioneer period, and 
whether he took up lands, or bought with 
land script, or cash, he possessed himself of a 
goodly portion of that fine belt of blue grass 
lend which passes through the eastern por- 
— Mercer County, and gave to each of 

numerous family a large farm. His daugh- 
ters all took by marriage nistorical 
names of Kentucky, Quarles, McBride and 
Daviess, and two very handsome and su- 
perior women died in ancient maidenhood. 
The sons ot Capt. Haggin remained a long 
time upon their inherited acres, except 
James, the uncle, and Terah, the father of 
the noted Californian. James Haggin rose to 
professional and political distinction, and 
was appointed one of the newcourt judges 
in the stormiest political period of Kentucky. 
Tevah L., father of James B. Hag- 
gin of California, was a lawyer of consider- 
able local reputation and practiced success- 
fully in this, the oldest town in the State, 
and afterwards in Louisville and Frankfort, 
Ky. Neither he nor his son, the Californian, 
ever left Kentucky penniless adventurers, 
ever struggled up through adversity in New 
York, ever stood up before the mast of any 
ship, or fought pirates, or married a Shetk’s 
daughter, or pined in an Oriental prison. and 
came thence with the bags of shining gold 
with which James B. is said to have paved 
the way up to the famous height of ‘‘Rancho 
del Fara, in which he rests, and recreates, 
when aweary of the world, 

James B.’s mother’s name, Ben Alt, has 
been the foundation and cornerstone, no 
doubt, of all these newspaper romances. 
Terah Haggin lost his heart and found his 
fate right here, in the love of Adeline Ben 
All, the accomplished daughter of a Turkish 
‘sea captain who had married an American 
wife in Philadelphia. Their daughter found 
her way to this town, then in the far 
West, in this way: Mrs. Hol- 
comb, a lady from Philadelphia, 
came here and founded a boarding school 
that afterward attained State celebrity. With 
her came her kinswoman, Miss Ben Ali, as 
music teacher. Her plano was the first, no 
doubt, that was ever brought to Central 
Kentucky, and crowds would gather under 
the school-room window to hear her play, as 
do the boys of the present day about a circus 


tent. 
WHERE THEY LIVED. 

Almost one mile from this venerable town 
there stands on the Cane Run pike, leading 
to the thrifty little railroad town of Burgin, 
quite an imposing frame structure 
that forty years ago was a long, low white 
cottage, with quite an ample blue grass lawn 
between it and the then unmacadamized 
road. . To this comfortable and unpreten- 
tious home Terah Haggin took his wife, 
Adeline Ben Ali, and there was born to them 
here a goodly troop of boys and girls, James, 
the Californian, coming somewhere near the 
top ofthe list. Not long after her marriage 
Mrs. Haggin resumed the teaching 
of music. coming in from der 
pretty country villa to her classes. 
This was in advance of the widely pervailing 
sentiment of to-day that a woman may dare 
to be useful and self-helpful. Our little world 
wondered, of course, that the wife of a man 
in good circumstances should thus demean 
herself. But she had reasons which seemed 
to her to be just and all sufficient. It seemed 
that after the death of her father her mother 
had married a second time, unfortunately, 
for soon after Adeline’s marriage her mother 
arrived in Kentucky bringing with her two

THE EXD. 
HOW TO RUN THE FAIR. 


Chauncey M. Depew Discusses the Subject 
From Various Stand points. 


Written for the SunpaYy Post-Disratrcnu. 

New Lom, May 4.—How to make the 
World’s Fair at Chicago a success, is a ques- 
tion that has engrossed the attention of many 
of the ablest minds of the country for the 
past six month. 

It is easy ina broad generalization to say 
that it depends on the management and lo- 
cation. If it be granted that the manage 
ment is able and experienced, then location 
is the first consideration. 

The facilities for transit to and distribution 
from the fair of its visitors are vital to its 
permanence and financial prosperity. 

Both the gate money and the character 
and extent of the exhibits will depend upon 
—— number of the people who daily visit the 

alr. 

The total number who go once form an 
insignificant part of the aggregate necessary 
to make a great exhibition. It is those 
who go many time over and over again 
who increase the numbers to the proper 
limit. 

Uniess the grounds are quickly and 
cheaply accessible and the great crowds 
always present at the close in the afternoon 
and the fete days can be comfortably and 
quickly carried, visitors will go but once 
and the fair will be a faliure. 

The Paris and London exhibitions were so 
phenominally successful because they could 
be approached by innumerable means of 
cheap conveyance, and tens of thousands 
leaving at the same moment, namely the 
hour for closing, could find themselves with- 
out delay in steam ears, cable cars, street 
surface cars, stages and carryaills on their 
way home. 

The management of the Fair requires dur- 
ing its continuance as much of the mina, the 
entire time and intelligent and enthusiastic 
attention of as experienced and able men as 
are needed to run aState Government ora 
great municipality. 

To permit politics to appear anywhere in 
the management of a fair of this character 
would be fatal to the enterprise. The exhibi- 
tion will be nothing if not universal, and if it 
incurs rightfully the hostility of either Re- 
publican or Democratic States Kk will be a 
one-sided and very tame affair. 

The exhibition Will not be national unless 
all of the States are eppropriately repre- 
sented. The States cannot be present in an 
attractive way without the assistance of 
large appropriations by their respective Leg- 
isiatures. 

If the exhibition was political in its com 
position, administration, patronage and ap- 
potntment, the absence of commonwealths 
controlled by the party in opposition to the 
Fair would make the celebration meaning 
less and absurd. 

Jam absolutely confident that there are no 
politics in the Chicago Fair, and that none 
will de permitted to enter. I know that the 
local committee, the general committee of 
the fair andthe city authorities of Chicago 
are patriotically intent upon making the cel- 
bration by the Americas of the th anniver- 
sary of their discovery by Columbus an event 
worthy of our Government. 

I believe that the domestic character of the 
Exposition will be tts predominant feature.

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LIFE OF COL. DWIGHT AS REFLECTED 
BY HIS CORRESPONDENCE. 


“The Diseases of Personality By Th. 
Ribot—Last Volume of De Saint-Ar- 
mand’s “Marie Louise’’—The Latest 
Literary Notes and Gossip. 


Heroes are not so numerous that the world 
can well dispense with the story of any one of 
them, however humble his heroic role might 
have been. The ‘‘Life and Letters of Wilder 
Dwight,’’ the second edition of which has 
Just been issued, is one of the biographies 
which are useful not as the record of a great 
life but as a glimpse into an honest manly 
career. The key to Col. Dwight’s character 
is found in the extract from one of his letters, 
printed on the title page. Do not spend 
your days in weakly fearing or regretting this 
or that life, lives whose whole sweetness and 
value depend upon their opportunities not on 
their length.’’ 

Wilder Dwight came of purest New England 
ancestors, and embodied in his character the 
purest of New England virtues. Trained for 
the law, he abandoned his profession at the 
outset of a promising career and entered the 
urmy as Major of the Second Massachusetts 
Volunteers. The letters here printed are ad- 
dressed to his mother and others of his fam 
fly from the camp and field. They covera 
period of only eighteen months, from his en- 
listment in 1861 to his death at Antictam, 
Sept. 17, 1%. Although written in haste, in 
odd moments which he snatched from his 
active duties, they are yet skillful literary 
productions, full of natural fire and 
betokening a simplicity of character and 
earnest devotion to what he held to be the 
truth. They relate for the most part to mat- 
ters of personal interest, their value being 
the insight they afford intoa strong, manly 
character. Nevertheless they have a his- 
toric value, for the opinion of men in the 
humble ranks if expressed with intelligence 
will not be neglected by the future historian 
of the civil war, and Col. Dwight’s letters are 
picturesque accounts of little details and in- 
cidents which are always useful in the com 
position of a faithful history.—({‘‘life and 
Letters of Wilder Dwight.

An analysis of consciousness 
and the elements of personality is followed by 
chapters on‘‘Organic Disorders, Emotional 
Disorders, Disorders of the Intellect,’’ 
and ‘‘ Dissolution of Personality.’’ Theargu- 
ment is illustrated by numerous patho logical 
facts. The conclusion is that the whole 
‘organism and the brain as its 
highest representation constitute the real 
personality, containing in itself all that we 
have been and the possibilities of all that we 
shall be. The complete individual character 
is inscribed there with all its active and 
passive aptitudes, sympathies and antipa- 
thies ; its genius, talents or stupidity, ite vir- 
tues, vices, torpor or activity. Ofall these, 
what emerges and actually reaches conscious- 
ness, is only a small ttem compared with 
what remains buried below, albeit still act- 
ive.
